Allied Jets Blast 
6 M IGs; Red Attack 
Comes By Daylight 


SEOUL lii—About 12.000 Chinese 
Reds backed by a booming artil­ 
lery barrage crashed into South 
Korean positions along the gate­ 
way to Seoul today. 
Far to the north, allied Sabre 
jets blasted six Red Mig’s to earth, 
running their score for the month 
to 59 Mig’s kills, only four short 
of the one - month record set in 
September, 1952.

In Ellsworth 


Truck Driver Charged 
With Manslaughter 
As Result Of Mishap 


Two brothers, one a Salem man, 
died Saturday night at 11:35 in a 
collision involving two trucks and 
a car at the intersection of Routes 
224 and 45 in Ellsworth. 
Dead are Donald M. Johnston 
37, of 275 W. Fifth St. and his bro­ 
ther, George Herbert Johnston, 40, 
of Chino, Calif., who had just ar­ 
rived here ^earlier in the day. 
Investigating State Highway Pa­ 
trolmen said Donald Johnston died 
instantly from a fracture^ skull 
and crushed chest and 
George 
Johnston, who sustained a crushed 
skull, was pronounced dead on ar­ 
rival at South Side Hospital in 
Youngstown. 
Charged with Manslaughter 
Driver of the truck-trailer invol­ 
ved in the mishap, Earl States, 
29, of Huntington, Pa., was charged 
with manslaughter following a pre­ 
liminary hearing before Austintown 
Justice of the Peace B. J. Rosen- 
steel. States was released on bond. 
Neither States nor the driver of 
a panel truck also involved in the 
accident, Andrew A. Amodio, 43, 
of North Jackson, was injured, pa­ 
trolmen reported. 
According to investigating offi­ 
cers, the Johnston brothers were 
traveling south on Route 45 through 
the traffic light, and the truck - 
trailer, going east on Route 224, 
crashed into their car. The im­ 
pact knocked the Johnston auto in­ 
to Amodio’s panel truck which was 
stopped at the light, headed west 
on Route 224.

Labor Press Urges 
Premier To Retire 


LONDON, WV-The su rprise ill 
ness of Prim e Minister Chu rchill 
arou sed dismay in mu ch of the 
British press today and the pro- 
Labor Daily Mirror u rged Sir Win­ 
ston to retire. 
The 78 - year - old Conservative 
leader was reported to have ac­ 
cepted cheerfu lly the orders from 
his medical advisers to tak e a com­ 
plete rest for at least a month. 
He and Lady Chu rchill were 
lu ncheon hosts yesterday to their 
son-in-law and dau ghter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Christopher § oames, and Lord 
Beaverbrook , pu blisher of the Dai­ 
ly Express, at their estate near 
Westerham, 25 miles sou theast of 
London. Soames said later: 
•‘Sir Winston’s condition is not 
su ch that it is lik ely either to de­ 
teriorate or improve from 
day to 
day. He is simply su ffering from 
general fatigu e which probably is 
more mental than physical.* 
The Daily Mirror, normally in­ 
dependent bu t favoring the Labor 
party’s politics, declared in a front 
page editorial: 
“ He owes it to himself, to his 
family and to the cou ntry to re­ 
tire from the premiership. He may 
then still be with u s at 88, still

A General Denounces F orce 
The profound meaning of President Eisen­ 
hower’s note to South Korea’s President Rhee 
will be felt far bey ond the immediate negotia­ 
tions for a truce. 
When a general renounces force, it’s news. 
Korea, declares President Eisenhower, cannot 
be unified by force. Therefore, South Korea 
must hccept a truce and hope for unification 
through negotiation. 
Since the truce which President Eisenhower 
seeks will need rationalization in these Ameri­ 
can minds persuaded that force can do what 
he say s it cannot do, a brushup on recent 
Korean history is in order. 
Koreans were promised freedom and inde­ 
pendence at the Cairo Conference in 19 43. But 
in the same conference, Roosevelt, Churcnill 
and Chiang Kai-shek decided the Soviet Union 
should occupy Korea north of the 38th parallel 
after the Japanese had been driven out; that 
the United States should occupy Korea south of 
the 38th parallel. 
That division predetermined there would be 
no Korean freedom or independecne, because it 
made Korea a battleground for a postwar con­ 
flict between the Communist conspiracy and 
the non-Communist world. It was a historic 
error. 
Koreans y earned to unite what had been 
divided without their consent. It was a question 
which half of Korea would strike first—the 
Republic of Korea, under President Rhee, or 
the People’s Democratic Republic of Korea, 
under the Communists. The Communists were 
first, on June 25, 19 50. 
Force was met with force. Gen. MacArthur 
was ordered to send aid to South Korea from 
Japan. MacArthur was named commander in 
chief of a United Nations military force on 
July 7. 
Force offset force. The Communist invasion, 
strengthened by Chinese forces the following 
November, was blocked. Force had failed as far 
as the Communists were concerned. 
Korea will revert under a truce to its pre- 
19 50 status, pending attempts to unify its two 
parts through diplomatic and political means. 
President Eisenhower disagrees, as President 
Truman disagreed, with those who contend the 
United States and its allies, or perhaps the 
United States alone, can force a Korean show­ 
down with more and better explosives. 
The disagreement is deeply significant. If 
President Eisenhower carries his point in tie 
case of Korea, the use of force as an instru­ 
ment of national policy will be as discredited as 
it was intended to be half a generation ago 
when the Kellog-Briand Pact was designed to 
do the same thing. 
If he fails to carry his point—if a Korean 
truce proves to be only a lull in Communist 
skirmishing before World War III—it may 
never happen again in this century that any 
national leader will dare to hope aloud that 
force may be set aside as the indispensable 
means of national existence.

Ghost City May Become Pittsburgh Of North 


Ghostly Dawson City , 
former I in near-surface deposits — enough 
capital of the Yukon Territory and for a steel industry rivaling in 
center of the Klondike gold rush of size those of Pennsy lvania and of 
189 8, may become the locale of a 
great steel-producing industry dur­ 
ing the next half-century . 
The f u t u r e far-northern Pitts- 
burgh now is a cluster of crum­ 
bling wooden frame houses sprawl­ 
ing among worked-out “diggings.” 
Whitehorse, in Yukon Territory , 
a n d Skagway , in Alaska, a l s o 
appear to be destined for boom­ 
ing industrial futures. 
This is indicated in a study of 
tiie Yukon Territory ’s mineral re­ 
sources by a Canadian. government 
geologist, H. S. Bostock, who re­ 
ports that the 205,346-square-mile 
area contains huge 
supplies 
of 
good grade iron ore and coal, need­ 
ed for the installation of a large 
steel industry . 
The area also has most steel- 
hardening metals — nickel, tung­ 
sten, moly bdenum and cobalt — 
as well as what seems to be the 
world's greatest array of other 
useful or precious minerals. 
Widely scattered outcroppings of 
good iron ore have been found 
at intervals between Hind River 
and the head of Stewart River, 
indicating a late pre-Cambrian de- 
posite of bedded hematite. 
The same iron 
formation has 
been traced from near the head 
of Bonnet Plume River, where it 
was found to be several hundred 
feet thick for 130 miles in a 
southeasterly direction through the 
Hess Mountains and the eastern­ 
most part of the Selwy n Range. 
This indicates a multibillion-ton 
ore body of the same magnitude 
as the world’s greatest previously 
known deposits of rich iron ore in 
Ungava-Labrador, in Swedish Lap­ 
land and in Minas Geraes, Brazil. 
Experts in Ottawa who have ex­ 
amined samples of this ore have 
pronounced it to be 
similar in 
quality and grade to the L a k e 
Superior iron ores. 
So far as is known, this iron 
formation constitutes the one great 
reserve of rich iron ore within 500 
miles of the Pacific Ocean in either 
North or South America. By follow­ 
ing the best grades, a railway to 
this locality from Skagway would 
be less than 500 miles long. 
On this route to the sea it would 
pass through the Laberge 
c o a l 
area. There a Roy al Commission 
previously had mapped out 231,- 
160,000 tons of coal in seams more 
than three feet thick. 
There is no doubt that a full ex­ 
ploration campaign would uncover 
manv times that amount of coal

Other ex­ 
tensive coal deposits have been 
discovered within less than 100 
miles of this Yukon iron range. 
According to Dr. Bostock, other 
discoveries include platinum — 
dearer than gold and badly need­ 
ed in the production of radar — 
which has been found in great quan­ 
tities in association 
with nickel, 
copper, cobalt and zinc at the bot­ 
tom of a deep, straight-walled can­ 
y on in Canada's St. Elias Range. 
They also include palladium — 
an e q u a l l y expensive precious 
white metal — and silver, mer­ 
cury , tin, bismuth and barium, 
as well as monazite, an atomic ore 
containing thorium, a fissionable 
metal which the U.S. and British 
atomic industries now get f r o m 
Brazil and South Africa. 
Asbestos, fluorspar, Iceland spar 
and chalcopy rite also have been 
located in the Yukon. 
The exploitation of those mineral 
finds, which excel in their variety 
those of any other equal area in 
the world, has brought about the 
construction of additional roads 
and of hy droelectric plants in the 
territory . 
This second phase of the Yukon 
Teritory ’s development will be re­ 
placed by a third period that will 
see the iron age of the Yukon, and 
the general development of the ter­ 
ritory ’s tremendous industrial po­ 
tential. 
Dr. Bostock’s report and other 
recent studies have indicated great 
potential resources of petroleum 
and natural gas, both in the Yukon 
and in the neighboring northwest 
territories. 
Some 6,000,000 horsepower of un­ 
developed water power are in the 
southern Yukon alone, plus great 
stands of virgin timber and millions 
of acres of potential grain acreage, 
as well as untold millions of acres 
of possible pasture land. 
However, whether XU 
t h e s e 
riches are utilized soon or not, 
there can be little doubt but that 
the rich iron-ore deposits are des­ 
tined to bring billions of doUars 
to the territory . 
That flow of wealth into the 
wild Northland 
will start when 
thpse deposits are used to supply 
the needs of the steel industry on 
the U. S. West Coast, where iron 
ore must now be hauled all 
the 
way from Venezuela and Chile— 
four and five times the distance of 
the Yukon deposits.

Alcohol, he said, has a similar 
effect. 
Sunstroke may follow a short 
exposure to the sun, if one has in­ 
dulged too freely in alcoholic bev­ 
erages, he added.

9 —Remember that blonds, red­ 
heads and brunets react differ­ 
ently to the sun’s ray s; redheads 
and blonds usually burn more easi­ 
ly , and may suffer after short ex­ 
posures. 
10—If y our skin will redden, 
blister and burn, but never tan, 
y ou are a heliophobe and should 
not expose y ourself, as every new 
exposure means a new burn.

The Inflation Continues

cessities in American life. The pur­ 
chasing power of money varies as 
its acceptability varies. 
In a word, when a dealer re­ 
jects a nickel for a cigar and de­ 
mands a dime for the same cigar, 
it is not the cigar that has changed 
but the value of money . 
When the American dollar falls 
from 100 to 53 cents in purchasing 
power, the worker may or may not 
be able to equalize the increase in 
wages with the decrease in pur­ 
chasing power. That is the practi­ 
cal aspect of the case. 


THE HOURLY rate for factory 
workers has increased from $1.06 
in 1946 to $1.75 at the present 
time. The probability is that the 
hourly rate will be about $1.79 at 
the end of this y ear. (These figures 
are, of course, averages.) 
There have been eight increases 
since 1946 and another in the 
making. 
In 19 53, wages have been in­ 
creased in a number of basic in­ 
dustries. In addition to increases 
in the hourly ‘ rates, there have 
been numerous advances in fringe 
benefits. 
There can be no objections to 
high wages. The American econ­ 
omy is based upon the purchasing 
power of the entire population. 
A factory worker or a farmer 
ought to be able to buy and to 
maintain household equipment such 
as electrical 
refrigerators, 
tele- 
vison sets, deep freezers, and any ­ 
thing else the same as the rich­ 
est men. 
The classlessness of the Ameri­ 
can society is best equated by the 
purchasing power of the American 
people.

THE OBJECTION is not, to re­ 
peat, to high wages; it is to the 
value of those wages in purchasirg 
power. While wages are highest 
in 19 53, reports indicate that pur­ 
chases are falling off in several 
important commodities. 
Further, the curbing of credit is 
an error in our ty pe of market, 
which is based upon credit buy ing. 
While most Americans are in debt 
in the sense that they owe money 
for installment buy ing, our people 
do not look at the problem that 
way . 
They regard installment pur­ 
chases as savings — they save and 
pay while they use. 
It is a sound method, making 
available to our people commodi­ 
ties which they otherwise could 
not get until they had accumulated 
large sums of money . It is prag­ 
matic thrift. 
The Fre: ch peasant may save 
by hiding his money in a sock; 
the American saves by putting 
beautiful and useful things in his 
home or buy ing a new automobile. 


ACTUALLY, he is a smarter 
saver because he has the use of 
the desired things while he is sav­ 
ing his money by pay ing on the 
installment plan. It is a practical 
method. 
Yet, even here the question of 
the value of money becomes a 
deterrent to purchases. While mon­ 
ey falls in value, prices rise. 
In the United States, the two 


prircipal elements in price are 
wages and taxes. As there are no 
immediate prospects of tax reduc­ 
tions, the price will not be affect­ 
ed by that item. 
The increase in wages must 
either be added to the cost of 
goods or taken out of the excess 
profits tax. This tax gives the 
government 82 cents out of the 
dollar. 


FIRMS CAN, by careful manipu­ 
lation, so reduce excess profits that 
not they biff the goverrment covers 
the cost of additional expenditures. 
As the older and larger busines­ 
ses have certain advantages under 
the excess profits tax law, they 
can so arrange their affairs that 
they can afford to increase wages 
out of what would have been 
a 
tax, instead of putting the addition­ 
al cost on the price. 
The newer business firms do not 
have this great advantage to a like 
degree and therefore suffer from 
wage increases in a competitive 
market. 
The time is not far distant when 
the American economy will have to 
readjust itself to the realities of 
a lost foreign market, supported 
by various forms of aid, and of 
the neo-isolation which is being im­ 
posed upon this country by the 
failures of our policies in Europe 
and Asia. 
The shock of reality may be 
greater than any of our people 
have y et had to take.

From the immemorial, Congress 
has been charged with a mania for 
spending taxpay ers’ money . Even 
now, with a Congress pledged al­ 
most to a man to economy , there 
are those who are say ing that the 
Eisenhower administration is be­ 
ing frustrated by Congress in its 
efforts to save. 
Local selfish interests, t h e y 
say , put the heat on congressmen, 
and through the ancient art of log­ 
rolling the congressmen oblige. 
The result is increases over the 
amounts requested by the execu­ 
tive departments. 
The evidence so far denies this 
charge against Congress. It can be 
shown that generally this y e a r 
Congress has been more economi­ 
cal than the executive departments 
and the President’s Budget Bu­ 
reau. 
I say the evidence “so far” be­ 
cause, until the last appropriation 
bill has been passed by the Sen­ 
ate some weeks hence, we shall 
not know the score. 
As of mid-June, the appropria­ 
tions committees of Congress had 
reduced every major appropriation 
bill, with the single exception of 
the one dealing with the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. In that case, 
the final action has been taken by 
the Senate. 
The final figure was $33 million 
under the Truman requests and $8 
million over the Eisenhower re­ 
vision. 
The House did very well with 
the Second Independent Offices Ap­ 
propriation V>ill. 
It cut $1.2 billion below Truman’s 
request and $327 million below Ei­ 
senhower’s. This bill covers t h e 
TVA, Veterans, Selective Service, 
and Atomic Energy . 
The First Independent offices 
bill, which covers the Civil Service 
Commission and General Services, 
was slashed to almost exactly half 
of the Eisenhower requests and to 
40 per cent of the Truman request. 
The big Interior Dfcpartment was 
allowed $607 million in the Truman 


budget, $484 million in Eisenhow­ 
er’s. 
The House slashed the latter by 
almost 20 per cent, but the Senate 
Appropriations Committee added 
$45 million. It will probably end 
up about $30 million under the Ei­ 
senhower request. 
It is not easy to cut the various 
welfare expenditures because of 
fixed requirements, but so far the 
House seems to have saved $100 
million. 
There was a healthy cut on the 
well - upholstered 
State Depart- 
fixed requirements, but so far the 
ment. Truman asked $151 million, 
Eisenhower, $131 million. Final ac­ 
tion by the Senate allowed $9 2 mil­ 
lion. Justice and Commerce also 
suffered cuts. Likewise, Treasury 
and Postoffice. 
In reviewirg these figures, it 
should be noted that the big fel­ 
lows are y et to come in Defense 
and Foreign Aid. But so far, the 
result is fairly encouraging. 
It must be remembered in as­ 
sessing responsibility that the new 
Eisenhower department heads are 
laboring under a great handicap 
in 
revising 
their 
predecessors* 
budgets. 
There are thousands of items to 
be reviewed, hundreds of nooks and 
crannies to be looked into. In their 
labors they must for the most part 
dépend upon hold-over subordinates 
who were part of the Truman 
spending machine. Congressional 
committees can use the axe with 
greater freedbm. 
For the moment, the economy 
prize goes to the old, much-abused 
Congress.

Cleveland Indians Trounce New York Third Straight, 4A 
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Some Tips For 
Keeping Cool 
This Summer 


How to keep cool is a p roblem 
at this time of y ear. Some archi­ 
tects contend that we ought to re­ 
build our houses — or at least 
remod el them. They say the way 
y our house is built has a lot to d o 
with the sweat of y our brow. 
Of course, most architects would 
like to see us start from scratch 
and build anew. But since it’s our 
money that’s involved , we can keep 
cool about this, while we crib some 
of the ex p erts’ id eas to make the 
old manse fill the bill. 
Amazing step s that can be tak­ 
en to keep homes cooler in sum­ 
m er were illustrated in new house 
p lans — 86 1 of them — submitted 
in the recent nationwid e architec­ 
tural comp etition sp onsored by the 
C arrier Corp . The aim of that con­ 
test was to find the best house d e­ 
signs for y ear-round air cond ition 
ing — d esigns that would keep 
hemes comfortable in all kind s of 
weather and at the same time keep 
op erating costs d own* 
Three famous architects, a build ­ 
er and a housewife — Mrs. Lillian 
M. Gilbreath of “Cheap er by the 
Dozen” fame — d ecid ed w'hich 
d esigns would share in $27,800 p rize 
money . When the winning p lans 
were d isp lay ed in New 
York’s 
Wald orf • Astoria, all secrets were 
jout. 
HERE’S WHERE we can all start 


to crib. It seems that combatting 
heat gain in summer is as imp or­ 
tant as checking heat loss in win­ 
ter. The architects tackled this p ro­ 
blem in various way s. 
West walls and many of the east 
walls of the houses were p lanned 
without wind ows. 
Broad overhanging eaves shelter­ 
ed all wind ow's facing south. These 
were p lanned so the shad ow line 
would fall on the ground or terrace 
when the sun is high in summer, 
y et ad mit a wid e belt of sunlight 
six feet or more into the house 
when the sun is low in the winter 
sky . 
Trees were envisaged close to the 
house esp ecially near the south­ 
west corner to cast shad e on the 
house on hot afternoons. These 
would be d ecid uous trees, which 
losing the leaves in the fall would 
let some warmth of the sun come 
through in winter* 
Roofs were obviously of light co­ 
lors, near-white or aluminum, to 
reflect heat from the sun. 
Cross-ventilation 
was forgotten 
about, because that is no longer 
need ed with mod ern air cond ition­ 
ing.

Insulation is a must. It is so 
comp aratively simp le to insulate 
the ceiling of a house, or the walls 
and ceiling of a finished attic, leav­ 
ing a ventilated air sp ace above, 
that almost any household er can 
tackle this job.
